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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . The reply filed on 6 March 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

A. The applicant failed to cancelled renumbered claims 1-6 and to request examine of 
new claim 7. In addition, the applicant may want to response why the reference used by the 
examiner does not apply to newly submitted claim 7.
